1) Tek RM 561A rack mount o-scope. Works, but I'm not sure how well. 
Have four plugins for it, two 2B67 time bases, a 2A63 diff amp, and a 3A1 
dual trace. 3A1 time base only works in chop mode, seem to remember both 
time bases working, never tried the 2A63. I'd like to get $40 for the 
collection.

2) A US Navy power supply. 0-12 volts at 40 (I think) amps, 0-24 volts at 
20 amps.

It is a photoconductive cell often used for relay control. It has an S-15 
spectral response and a sensitivity of 4 milliamps per foot-candle when 
using a voltage of 50 volts.

Pins 1 and 2 are connected together, and pins 3 and 5 are connected 
together, with the resistive element being between these pairs. The 
optimum light sensitivity is obtained when the light strikes the surface 70 
degrees clockwise of a line between pins 2 and 7.

Did a quick pass on some manuals just now and it appears 
that (with some exceptions): * 


1. They all, except for maybe 1940s back, tune at least 
from 2000 - 5000 kc/s. 


2. Some will tune to 1600 as-is, some others can be tuned 

down to 1600 "on special order" or some simple modification 
described in the manual. ( So you can compete with the local 
Traffic Information System station ) 


3. Below about 100 watts, they tune up to around 5-6 Mc/s. 
This is about the dividing line. Around 100 watts on, they 
tune up to maybe 8000. At around 150 watts up, you start 
getting the "high seas" frequency coverage, up to 16 or 18 
Mc/s. 


4. Also "around" 100 watts, they start having a driver 
stage between the osc. and PA - one more adjustment 
to make (maybe after tracing out all the switching wiring). 


5. Some of the "50 watt" class with v.t. receivers have 
only 1 IF - a fact, tho some have written otherwise. The 
transistorized receiver models all have 2 IFs. The one- 
IF sets might not make the best candidate for ham use. 


Also- i mention: 3885 seems to have been a military 
frequency, and with some scrounging at hamfests you 
might be able to find 3885 and 3885+455 in FT-243. 


Nostalgia is thinking about listening to the old 2-3 Mc/s 

boat band in its heyday. Wish i had done a little more of 

that. I still recall listening to KOW2 on 2522, Seattle, on 

an AN/TRC-2 that someone had used on a boat, til they 

could afford more power.

You may have a multiple - part crystal filter intended for telephone 
multiplex application. The phone company combined voice channels on 
multiple carries from about 80 kc to 150 kc, sent the lot over a coax line 
for long distances and de-multiplexed them at the other end. Four-or 
Eight- element lattice crystal filters were developed to do the job, and 
they found a way to put complementary parts of the crystals on the same 
piece of crystal blank. 


The example I have is a moderately ancient module that has base-less glass 
enclosed crystals with wire leads in two sets of four for a total of 16 
crystal elements. I think its pass band is at about 85 kc.

I just bought and took delivery of a Lysco transmitter in very excellant 
condition! I'll put pictures up on my website soon. 


I was expecting the cabinet to be curved and extend past the front panel. 
Instead, the cabinet is flat towards the front and ends at the edges of the 
front panel. The cabinet has a lid on top and vent ridges on the sides. 
The front panel doesn't have a model number like (500 or 600) under the 
Lysco name in the front panel label.

All our shacks need a good electrical ground. This old BA equipment is 
dangerous enough that I would call this a requirement. I think all the gear 
(excluding AC/DC) and racks, possibly even metal shelving should be 
separately grounded to a substantial outside ground. 


Some would say that this outside ground should also be tied to the house 
wiring ground. But this is a judgement call since code violations could be 
necessary to accomplish this unless you pay an electrician to do it. 


My shack is in the recently-rewired basement of my house. I run both 3-wire 
grounded line cords on the gear and a separate outside ground. But I am not 
satisfied and plan to upgrade the quality of the grounding here as soon as 
possible. 


As I mentioned before, Monitoring Times, in their 1997 issues published a 
great series of articles on grounding. One issue covered theory, another 
covered how the military does it, another covered research results on 
grounding and another covered how to build a test jig to test the quality of 
your local ground. Some of this was mixed in with articles on lightning 
arresting setups. But then there were also some valuable articles on 
practical aspects of building your own ground and lightning arresting 
system. Highly recommended.

We had a plug-strip enclosed in a wireway installed in a lab at Lehigh 
University. The work was done by local electricians. One day, one of my 
students pushed a piece of equipment towards the back of the bench where it's 
case contacted a grounded object. The case of the equipment was connected by a 
3-pin plug to the wireway outlet. The flash of flame melted the corner off of 
the instument case. We discovered that they had found a power source in the 
basement in which both sides of the AC line were 55 volts above ground. The 
"ground" connection between the wireway and the sockets was through the 
mounting clip that held the sockets to the wireway. Unfortunately, both the 
wireway and the ground clip were nicely painted at all points. 
We made the electricians come back and wire the nice green-painted grounding 
screws on each socket to a real ground. Knowing how things work around here, 
the University probably got billed for the retrofit work. (I just got a bill 
from an eye doctor for a refraction - it was his 6th try at getting it right 
and the one after which he told me to go somewhere else. I hurts me to see 
that Medicare pays him for the 6 months of non-success!)

Please accept this periodic posting as it is intended: 
A suggestion that will help everyone on the list... 


Many many of the members of the list read through text-based mailers on 
systems of other than WIntel origins... this is particularly true for 
those members who are "off-shore" where the technology is too expensive 
to justify. Just keep in mind that NOT everyone reads the list postings 
with the very latest windowed technology. 


PLEASE avoid the use of HTML and "quoted printable" in your email. If 

you don't know what this means, then PLEASE get help and set your mailer 
up so that you send your posts to the list in "PLAIN TEXT" only, with NO 
fancy HTML.... generally, avoid fancy fonts and colors, which will force 


your mailer to use the fancy stuff, and creates the problem. 


The problem is serious enough that we have taken steps to protect the 
list... we have created a filter that detects anything sent to the list 
that is not plain text, and deletes the rest of the message from the place 
where the non-text is detected. 


You may have seen "FOBIDDEN FORMAT" in a post to the list, and wondered 


what happened... it is the phrase we insert to let the poster know that 
the post contained a binary, an attachment, HTML, a "vcard" or some other 
format that presents a problem to the List Processor... it enforces 


consideration of your fellow BoatAnchors members. 
PLEASE use only plain text. 


PLEASE Get help with setting your mailer to not send the 
fancy HTML and quoted printable. 


PLEASE be considerate of the list resources and your fellow members.
